Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:15  in  the  evening,  by 
John  Brackett,  Moderator,  who  read  the  warrant  as 
written. 

Motion  made  by  Robert  Hussey,  seconded  by 
Clifford  Flanders,  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  by  short 
term  notes,  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $13,000.00  for 
the  installation  of  a  12"  water  line  on  Breakfast  Hill 
Road  over  1-95.  This  sum  to  be  paid  over  a  two  year 
period.  The  first  payment  to  be  in  the  1974  budget. 

After  much  discussion  pro  and  con,  by  townspeople 
and  Selectmen,  motion  was  made  by  Archie  Molleur, 
seconded  by  Roland  Parent  that  a  vote  be  taken  by 
check  list  and  paper  ballot.  Motion  was  passed.  Results 
were  as  follows:  total  votes  cast,  138.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  AUDITORS 

The  process  of  auditing  the  Town  records  becomes 
increasingly  more  difficult  with  each  year.  There  was  a 
new  report  for  revenue-sharing  this  year,  and  we  have 
been  informed  that  next  year  there  will  be  an  additional 
report  for  the  State,  being  a  complete  and  additional 
breakdown  for  the  State  in  reference  to  the  Governor's 
Crime  Commission  monies.  Not  only  this  .  .  .  our  Town 
is  growing. 

We  felt  it  necessary  to  make  an  indepth  report  to  the 
people  in  order  to  keep  them  informed  of  the  work 
being  accomplished  by  the  respective  Town  Officials  as 
well  as  the  Auditors. 

You  will  notice  a  change  in  the  reports  for  this  year. 
Reports  in  the  past  years  were  correct,  but  did  not 
conform  to  correct  accounting  procedures.  This  year  we 
not  only  verified  the  accounts,  we  actually  re-wrote 
many  of  the  reports  to  conform  with  correct  accounting 
methods.  Changes  in  the  record-keeping  were  suggested 
to  several  of  the  Officials  and  they  have  assured  us  that 
this  method  will  be  employed  in  the  years  to  come.  The 
major  areas  of  change  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the 
Town  Treasurer,  Selectmen,  and  Trustees  of  the  Trust 
Funds. 

We  felt  that  the  people  of  the  Town  should  know 
that  all  the  officials  of  the  Town  were  more  than 
cooperative  in  the  necessary  changes.  They  are  very 
concerned  citizens  and  want  the  records  correct  and 
accurate.  We  are  asking  the  officials  that  if  they  have 
any  accounting  problems  to  call  upon  the  auditors  for 
help,  and  if  necessary,  they  (the  auditors)  will  show 
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them  the  correct  way  to  handle  the  accounting  problem 
as  it  occurs. 

We  audited  all  of  the  Town  books  and  found  some 
errors.  The  errors  were  merely  a  lack  of  knowledge  in 
the  proper  manner  to  record  transactions  and  definitely 
not  an  infraction  of  the  law  or  any  cover-up  actions. 

1973  AUDIT 

BOOKS  OF  THE  TOWN  CLERK: 

These  are  the  largest  set  of  books  in  the  Town 
records.  Other  than  the  books  of  the  Tax  Collector,  the 
largest  amount  of  monies  is  handled  herewith;  this 
includes  auto  registrations,  filing  fees,  dog  licenses  and 
fines,  and  all  other  miscellaneous  items  of  revenue.  The 
only  correction  was  to  correct  the  amount  of  1972  and 
1973  registrations  where  one  fee  recorded  under  the 
year  1972  was  actually  for  1973. 

BOOKS  OF  THE  TAX  COLLECTOR: 

These  books  involve  the  largest  amount  of  money  and 
are  the  easiest  to  audit.  The  main  reason  for  this  is  the 
system  of  checks  and  balances  involved  in  its 
record-keeping.  We  sent  out  letters  to  taxpayers  who 
had  not  paid  the  previous  year's  taxes,  for  verification, 
and  we  found  no  discrepancies. 

BOOKS  OF  THE  SELECTMEN: 

These  books  are  very  complete  and  are  a  complete 
record  of  all  checks  issued  by  the  Town.  One  of  the 
vendors  of  the  Town  reported  to  us  that  he  had  been 
overpaid.  In  checking  this  problem  out,  we  found  that 
his  statement  stated,  "Pay  the  last  amount  in  this 
column."  This  was  done  on  several  occasions  but  upon

further  checking,  we  found  that  a  check  issued  during 
one  month  was  not  credited  to  the  account  for  some 
three  months,  this  caused  the  stated  complaint.  This 
problem  has  been  corrected  by  a  change  in  the 
record-keeping  procedures  and  no  checks  will  be  issued 
to  any  vendor  on  amounts  listed  on  statements  from 
this  time  forward.  The  Town  will  pay  only  by  invoices. 
In  the  process  of  balancing  the  checkbook  we  found 
that  there  were  two  checks  issued  that  were  signed  by 
only  one  of  the  three  Selectmen  and  the  Treasurer.  This 
is  a  violation  against  the  State  Statute  requiring  a 
majority  of  the  signatures  of  the  Selectmen.  It  was  also 
noted  and  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Selectmen 
that  one  check  was  issued  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
for  the  fees  of  tax  assessing.  We  feel  that  this  should  be 
issued  as  individual  checks,  for  expenses  incurred  and 
not  as  one  lump  sum.  We  find  that  in  the  Town  reports, 
all  office  expenses  are  charged  to  Town  officers 
expenses;  this  should  not  be.  We  should  establish 
separate  accounts  for  Town  officials  and  Town  offices. 

BOOKS  OF  THE  TOWN  TREASURER: 

These  books  are  more  than  likely  the  most  important 
ledgers  in  the  Town  records.  They  are  a  double-check  on 
the  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  and  Tax  Collector's  records. 
An  antiquated  system  of  accounting  made  it  difficult  to 
check  them,  but  all  figures  were  found  to  be  accurate 
and  complete  for  the  year.  It  was  found  that,  in  1973, 
the  revenue-sharing  funds  were  transferred  from  the 
General  Account  to  a  separate  account  (savings)  as 
required  by  law.  This  was  done  with  the  Selectmen's 
authorization;  the  accounting  of  this  money  was  made 
thereof. 

BOOKS  OF  THE  TOWN  ROAD  AGENT: 

These     were     found     to     be     correct     and     very 
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comprehensively  complete.  There  were  no  discrepancies 
or  errors. 

BOOKS  OF  THE  WEEKS  PUBLIC  LIBRARY: 

These  are  another  set  of  books  to  be  audited  by  the 
Town  Auditors  and  were  found  to  be  complete  and 
accurate. 

BOOKS  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TRUST 
FUNDS: 

This  was  probably  the  most  difficult  set  of  books  to 
complete  and  audit  upon.  A  major  change  in  the 
reporting  system  to  the  Town  was  made  this  year  in 
order  to  give  a  more  comprehensive  accounting  of  the 
systems  used  by  the  Trustees.  In  previous  years  it  had 
not  been  noted  where  the  different  funds  originated  and 
considerable  amounts  of  the  funds  were  listed  for  that 
year  as  a  separate  entity  of  the  Town,  such  as  the 
Library  Funds.  The  Library  and  Cemetery  Funds  are 
jointly  invested  in  various  types  of  accounts  (Savings, 
Long-Term  Savings,  Certificate  of  Deposits,  Mutual 
Investment  Funds,  etc.)  The  revenue  from  these  various 
investments  are  broken  down  by  percentages.  The 
Library  receives  44.0039%  of  the  funds  invested  in 
Fund  "A",  excluding  capital  gains.  The  balance  of  Fund 
"A"  is  for  the  Cemetery  Funds  as  well  as  all  revenue 
from  Fund  "B".  Considerable  effort  and  time  was  put  in 
by  Auditor,  Robert  L.  Sutherland,  Jr.  and  Trustee, 
Andrew  D.  Brackett,  in  the  effort  of  compiling  this 
report  accurately.  There  were  found  to  be  two  minor 
bookkeeping  errors  in  these  accounts  which  were  easily 
located  and  corrected.  Also,  we  did  find  a  reverse  in  the 
percentage  breakdown  procedure  whereby  the  Library 
received  a  larger  share  than  it  was  entitled.  This  amount 
will  be  deducted  from  1974's  revenue.  In  other  words, 
the  Library  will  receive  the  proper  allocation  for  1974, 
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less  the  error  of  1973. 

It  is  our  desire  that  through  this  indepth  study  a  more 
efficient,  economical,  and  expedient  audit  of  the 
Town's  records  can  be  accomplished  with  each  ensuing 
year.  Town  officials  should  contact  the  Town  Auditors 
to  assist  them  during  the  year,  not  only  at  the  time  of 
the  period  audit.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  two  most  important  meetings  of  the  Greenland 
voters  are  at  hand.  Please  note  that  the  times  of  these 
meetings  have  been  changed. 

The  School  District  Meeting  will  be  on  Monday 
evening,  8  P.M.,  on  March  4. 

The  Town  Meeting  will  be  adjourned  after  the 
tabulation  of  votes,  to  Saturday  evening,  8  P.M.,  on 
March  9.  Both  are  at  the  Central  School. 

This  year  your  presence  is  urgently  needed  at  the 
School  District  Meeting.  This  is  where  more  than  80%  of 
your  taxes  are  spent. 

This  year  the  proposed  school  budget  will  cause  an 
increase  of  $8.  to  $10.  a  thousand  on  the  tax  rate  if  it  is 
approved,  as  it  stands,  by  your  vote. 

Some  of  the  proposed  items,  such  as  Portsmouth 
High  School  tuition,  cannot  be  changed.  Other  items, 
such  as  the  proposed  25%  increase  in  the  cost  of 
instruction,  require  your  careful  consideration. 

The  Town  Meeting,  important  though  it  is,  has  few 
controversial  articles,  and  its  effect  on  the  tax  rate  is 
small  compared  with  the  proposed  School  Budget. 

We  are  pleased  to  acknowledge  with  grateful 
appreciation  the  gift  of  2Vz  acres  of  prime  land  by  Roger 
and  Pauline  Caswell.  This  area,  known  as  Caswell  Park, 
was  appraised  at  $8,000.00,  and  the  town  has  $8,000.00 
in  Federal  Funds  to  complete  the  Little  League  Ball 
Field  and  two  tennis  courts. 
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Construction  has  already  started  on  a  regulation  size 
ball  field,  and  $3,000.00  in  matching  Federal  Funds  will 
be  available  this  year  to  complete  this  project. 

The  Gundalow  recreation  area,  with  the  swimming 
pool  was  operated  by  the  town  last  summer  at  a  cost  to 
the  town  of  about  $2,400.00.  The  Budget  Committee 
does  not  recommend  its  purchase  at  this  time. 

We  requested  that  the  Y.M.C.A.  extend  the  offer  and 
lease  for  another  year.  The  Board  of  Directors  voted  to 
extend  the  option  and  lease  for  a  year  on  payment  of 
$5,000.00  more,  to  be  credited  towards  the  purchase 
price. 

However,  the  Board  voted  that  the  original  $5,000.00 
will  become  the  property  of  the  Y.M.C.A.  on  May  1, 
1974,  the  expiration  date.  If  the  town  bought  the 
property  in  1975,  consideration  would  be  given  to 
credit  the  original  $5,000.00  toward  the  purchase. 

Last  year's  experience  clearly  shows  that  Gundalow 
will  not  be  self  supporting.  It  is  going  to  require  yearly 
appropriations,  and  this  is  a  decision  the  town  has  to 
make. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  Homeowners 
Exemption  Provisions.  These  exemptions  are  reduced  by 
the  equalized  assessed  valuation.  Last  year  it  was  71%  in 
Greenland.  Also,  it  will  inevitably  result  in  an  increased 
tax  rate,  so  the  expected  benefits  are  more  apparent 
than  real.  The  Selectmen  are  opposed  tc  it.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Greenland  Central 
School  in  said  Greenland  on  Tuesday,  the  5th  day  of 
March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing  and  to  cast  your  ballots  on  the  following 
questions: 

A.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the 
amendments  to  the  Greenland  Zoning  Ordinances  and 
Zoning  Map  as  proposed  by  the  Town  Planning 
Board?  Copies  of  said  proposed  Zoning  changes  are 
on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  to  be  posted  at  the 
time  and  place  provided  for  the  election  of  Town 
Officers.

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  Historic 
Districts  within  the  town  and  to  establish  an  Historic 
District  Commission  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator 
under  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:89  a-1  as  adopted  in 
1963. 


18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.  for  an  extension  of  the 
option  on  Camp  Gundalow  for  one  year  from  May  1, 
1974  to  May  1,  1975  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $4,000.  to  operate  the  Camp  during  the  year  of 
1974. 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  its 
Selectmen,  in  the  event  of  any  disaster,  to  apply  for, 
receive  and  expend  federal,  state  or  any  other  disaster 
assistance  funds. 

20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  its 
Selectmen  to  apply  for  flood  insurance  coverage  for  the 
town  under  the  national  flood  insurance  program,  so 
that  flood  insurance  may  be  made  available  locally  to 
the  Town  and  such  of  its  inhabitants  as  elect  to  pay  for 
such  coverage. 

21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  negotiate  a  contract  for  a  sanitary  land  fill. 

22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  ordinance  for  the  town  of  Greenland. 

The  following  ordinance  is  enacted  pursuant  and 
amended  to  the  enabling  provisions  of  RSA  466  and  its 
amendments,  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the 
restraining  of  dogs  owned  or  kept  within  the  Town  of 
Greenland,  N.  H. 

1.  No   dog  shall  run  at  large  within  the  Town  of 
Greenland,  N.  H. 

2.  "Dog"  shall  mean  both  male  and  female,  neutered 
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or  spayed  and  including  puppies  so-called. 

3.  "At  large"  shall  be  intended  to  mean  off  the 
premises  or  property  of  the  owner/keeper  and  not 
under  the  control  of  a  responsible  person  and 
obedient  to  that  person's  commands,  or  on  a  leash, 
cord,  chain  or  lead  not  over  eight  (8)  feet  in  length  or 
confined  within  a  vehicle,  or  within  the  real  property 
limits  of  the  owner  or  keeper. 

4.  Any  owner  or  keeper  that  refuses  or  neglects  to 
comply  therewith  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
twenty  five  dollars  ($25.)  for  each  violation.  Such 
fines  shall  inure  to  the  general  funds  of  the  town  of 
Greenland  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the 
Selectmen. 

23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  schedule  for  the  licensing  of  dogs  in 
Greenland: 

For  females,  twelve  dollars. 

For  males  and  spayed  females,  six  dollars. 

For  kennels: 

Under  6  dogs,  Twenty-four  dollars. 

From  6  to  10  dogs,  Forty  dollars. 

From  11  to  25  dogs,  Fifty  dollars. 

Over  25,  add  $2.00  for  each  additional  dog. 

24.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  legally  may 
come  before  this  meeting.

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GREENLAND  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
REPORT  FOR  1973 

Incidents  requiring  response  by  the  Fire  Department 
increased  in  1973  to  49;  an  increase  of  13  from  1972.

Mutual  Aid  was  provided  to  the  city  of  Portsmouth 
on  four  occasions,  the  town  of  Newmarket  once,  and 
the  town  of  Eliot  once.  The  Greenland  Fire  Department 
received  outside  aid  from  Portsmouth  on  one  occasion. 

Total  manhours  spent  in  response  to  alarms  was  484 
hours.  In  addition,  another  1500  manhours  were  spent 
in  training  at  department  drills,  mutual  aid  drills  and 
Regional  Fire  schools.  Members  also  maintain  a  week- 
end duty  roster  from  May  to  October  to  assure  adequate 
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initial  response. 

Two  large  scale  exercises  were  held  with  neighboring 
departments  to  train  members  in  the  proper  use  of  the 
4"  hose  purchased  with  town  funds.  Each  exercise  was 
conducted  by  N.  H.  State  Fire  Instructors. 

Also  purchased  with  town  funds  were  five  sets  of 
protective  clothing,  seven  lengths  of  fill  hose,  2V&" 
nozzle  and  miscellaneous  small  items.  The  base  station 
radio  and  antenna  were  also  replaced. 

The  Department  entered  into  an  agreement  with  ten 
other  communities  to  joint  purchase  equipment  which 
no  one  department  could  afford  to  buy  alone.  The 
members  of  the  Department  authorized  the  expenditure 
of  $410.00  from  monies  raised  by  themselves  towards 
the  joint  purchase  of  a  "cascade  system"  for  filling  air 
tanks.  This  will  insure  that  an  air  supply  will  always  be 
available  at  anytime  should  the  need  arise  to  fill  air 
tanks.  The  members  also  had  Engine  No.  2  repainted  at 
no  expense  to  the  town. 

Again  this  year,  an  extensive  fire  prevention  program 
was  held  at  the  grade  school.  In  the  coming  year,  the 
Department  hopes  to  put  an  even  greater  emphasis  on 
fire  prevention,  especially  in  the  home.  To  this  end,  a 
voluntary  home  inspection  program  will  be  instituted 
where  any  citizen  who  desires  may  call  on  the  Depart- 
ment to  assist  him  in  detecting  home  fire  hazards  and 
planning  home  fire  escape  routes.  This  is  in  conjunction 
with  the  report  from  the  National  Commission  on  Fire 
Prevention  and  Control. 

In  the  continuing  effort  to  upgrade  the  Department,  a 
new  fire  reporting  system  has  been  put  into  use.  Called 
the  Uniform  Fire  Reporting  System,  it  will  enable  the 
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Department  to  more  accurately  assess  the  fire  problems 
within  the  community  and  plan  for  improvements 
accordingly.  Also  implemented  were  an  updated  re- 
sponse procedure  and  an  extensive  pre-plan  of  the 
school,  including  automatic  response  from  the  No. 
Hampton  Fire  Department. 

Work  has  continued  on  plans  for  a  new  station  with  a 
target  date  of  1975  for  presentation  to  the  town. 

Again,  we  would  remind  everyone  that  the  Fire 
Department  number  436-5553  is  an  EMERGENCY 
PHONE  AND  SHOULD  NOT  BE  USED  FOR  INFOR- 
MATION CALLS.  Also,  burning  permits  are  required 
for  all  outside  fires  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground 
and  burning  between  the  hours  of  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00 
p.m.  is  STRICTLY  PROHIBITED  BY  STATE  LAW.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represent- 
ed in  every  town,  city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state 
by  the  forest  fire  warden.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  an 
outside  fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow 
must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the  fire 
warden.  Except  for  cooking  fires,  no  fire  can  be  kindled 
between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  unless  it  is  a 
commercial  or  industrial  burn  or  it  is  raining.  The  fire 
warden  is  assisted  in  his  work  by  the  District  Forest  Fire 
Chief  who  works  for  the  Department  of  Resources  and 
Economic  Development  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most 
important  part  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire 
statistics  show  the  need  with  72%  of  the  fires  caused  by 
smoking,  debris  burning  and  children.  Smokey  the  Bear 
is  an  important  prevention  tool  but  he  still  needs  much 
help  from  the  public.  Parents  should  warn  their  children 
of  the  hazards  of  playing  with  matches.  Children  tend  to 
forget  that  a  lighted  match  held  in  their  hand  is  a 
potential  forest  fire.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  the  period  from  January  1,  1973  to  January 
1,  1974,  the  planning  board  held  sixteen  meetings.  The 
board  received  requests  for  five  site  plan  approvals,  and 
twenty  four  subdivision  approvals.  The  largest  of  the 
subdivision  requests  was  for  a  development  consisting  of 
thirty  two  units,  the  total  living  units  in  the  twenty  four 
requests,  number  over  one  hundred.  In  January  of  1974 
the  board  was  presented  with  a  proposal  of  still  another 
sixty  four  living  units.  Should  all  of  these  proposed 
units  be  constructed,  our  town  could  increase  in 
population  by  one  third  in  a  very  short  period  of  time. 

The  planning  board  is  in  the  process  of  presenting  the 
voters  with  some  proposed  amendments  to  our  zoning 
code.  We  urge  the  voters  to  consider  these  recommend- 
ations very  seriously.  If  we  lose  control  of  the  growth  of 
our  town  and  if  our  town  loses  its  rural  character,  it  is 
unlikely  that  we  could  ever  regain  either.

Comprehensive  health  services  to  Greenland  provided 
over  the  past  year  increased  in  scope  and  quantity. 
Home  Health  Aides  have  been  added  to  the  staff  to  give 
additional  help  to  families  in  keeping  their  aged,  ill  and 
disabled  members  at  home,  avoiding  costly 
institutionalization.  A  Physical  Therapist  has  been 
employed  to  visit  those  who  require  therapy  following 
hospitalization  and  who  cannot  travel  to  the 
Rehabilitation  Center.  Child  Health  Clinics  and  Family 
Planning  Clinics  have  been  utilized  free  of  charge  to 
Greenland  residents.  Home  visits  for  health  assessments 
and  planning  for  care  are  made  free  of  charge,  and 
skilled  nursing  care  visits  to  the  ill  and  disabled  are 
charged  only  on  ability  to  pay.  In  many  cases,  Medicare 
meets  the  costs  of  home  health  care. 

In  providing  the  services  of  the  District  Nursing 
Assoc,  for  its  citizens  Greenland  has  enabled  its  people 
to  receive  166  visits  for  direct  nursing  care,  (an  increase 
of  81  over  1972)  52  visits  for  health  teaching, 
counseling  and  evaluation,  27  visits  by  children  to  Child 
Health  Clincis  for  examinations  and  immunizations,  and 
33  visits  to  Family  Planning  Clinics  for  examinations, 
education  and  contraceptives. 
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As  everyone  else  does,  we  have  experienced  rising 
costs.  However,  the  Portsmouth  District  Nursing  Assoc, 
is  asking  that  one  dollar  per  capita  allocation  be  made 
by  Greenland  to  continue  to  make  the  Health  services  of 
this  Agency  available  to  Greenland's  residents.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION 
REPORT  1973 

During  the  year  1973,  the  Town  of  Greenland 
experienced  a  very  full  and  educational  year  in  the  field 
of  recreation.  With  the  undertaking  of  the  operation  of 
Gundalow  Park  as  well  as  the  normal  recreational 
programs,  the  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  of 
the  Recreation  Commission: 

BASEBALL: 

Once  again  Greenland  had  an  outstanding  year  in 
baseball  with  five  (5)  organized  teams,  three  (3)  of 
which  were  "In  Town"  teams,  One  (1)  team  that 
participated  in  the  Seacoast  Little  League,  and  one  (1) 
team  who  participated  in  the  Tidewater  League  of 
Southeastern  New  Hampshire.  This  last  team  placed  first 
in  their  division,  thereby  qualifying  them  to  play  in  the 
championship  playoffs  with  Hampton.  In  this  playoff, 
they  were  finally  defeated,  but  not  without  an 
outstanding  showing  of  the  fine  talent  of  a  well 
organized  team  of  senior  boys.  Our  congratulations  to 
the  Managers  and  boys  of  the  Greenland  Indians,  for 
such  an  outstanding  record  from  the  smallest  town  in 
the  Tidewater  League.  It  is  hoped  that  the  town  will 
have  a  field  for  this  Babe  Ruth  age  team  to  play  on  this 
season.  This  field  will  be  located  on  the  town  property 
on  Portsmouth  Avenue  at  the  rear  of  the  ice  skaing 
rinks.  The  proposed  parcel  of  land  has  been  accepted  by 
the  Office  of  D.R.E.D.  All  that  is  left  is  for  the  Town  of 
Greenland  to  fund  their  share  of  the  plan  which  is 
proposed  in  this  years'  budget. 

FLAG  FOOTBALL: 

1973  was  a  very  successful  year  for  flag  football. 
Three  teams  participated  this  past  fall  thanks  to  great 
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leadership  of  a  few  fathers  and  citizens.  They  donated 
many  evenings  and  Sunday's  for  this  fall  program. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  Basketball,  Hockey,  Volleyball 
and  Softball  were  not  operational,  due  to  the  fact  that 
there  were  no  volunteers  to  organize  these  sports  even 
though  there  was  money  budgeted  for  all  except 
Hockey.  This  year  Hockey  will  be  funded.  It  is  hoped 
that  there  will  be  interested  citizens  in  this  town  who 
will  volunteer  a  portion  of  their  valuable  time  to 
organize  these  sports  activities  for  the  year  1974.  Please 
feel  free  to  contact  any  member  of  the  Commission  in 
regard  to  any  of  these  activities.  Any  and  all  help  will 
greatly  be  appreciated. 

It  was  with  much  regret  that  the  Commission 
accepted  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Roger  Caswell  as  a 
member  of  the  Recreation  Commission,  effective 
January  1,  1974.  As  many  of  you  know,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Roger  Caswell  were  the  donors  of  Caswell  Park,  located 
at  Bayside  and  Caswell  Drive.  This  land  was  donated  to 
Greenland  in  1973,  Mr.  Caswell  was  developer  and 
grounds  keeper  from  its  inception,  and  has  volunteered 
his  services  to  complete  the  two  tennis  courts  that  will 
complete  Caswell  Park.  In  the  years  to  come,  Greenland 
will  be  thankful  for  such  a  fine  achievement  for  the 
youth  in  our  community. 

GUND ALOW  PARK: 

The  town  of  Greenland  operated  the  former  YMCA 
Day  Camp  (Camp  Gundalow)  this  pas  year  under  the 
lease  option  drawn  up  bv  the  town  and  the  YMCA 
Board  of  Directors.  "Tie  following  is  a  report  of  our 
overall  operation  of  Gundalow  Park: 
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Gundalow  Park  was  operated  under  the  advisement  of 
the  Recreation  Commission,  with  a  staff  of  seven  (7) 
full  time  employees.  These  employees  consisted  of  one 
(1)  Playground  Director,  one  (1)  Swimming  Pool 
Director,  two  (2)  Life  Guards  plus  two  (2)  gate  keepers 
(pool)  and  one  (1)  part  time  Life  Guard. 

The  Playground  Director  was  responsible  for  all 
activities,  with  the  assistance  of  a  helper  provided 
through  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corp.  at  no  cost  to 
the  town.  The  playground  was  operated  for  a  nine  (9) 
week  period,  from  June  25  through  August  24,  1973 
with  supervision  from  9:00  a.m.  until  3:00  p.m.  five  (5) 
days  a  week,  rainy  days  included. 

Outdoor  activities  included  a  number  of  running 
games,  baseball,  basketball,  four  square,  volleyball, 
dodge  ball,  nature  walks,  and  flag  football.  Indoor 
activities  on  rainy  days  included  table  tennis,  arts  and 
crafts,  and  other  indoor  games.  A  great  deal  of  interest 
was  shown  by  all  ages.  Once  each  week,  a  Special  Event 
Day  was  scheduled  throughout  the  summer  with  an 
average  of  fifty  (50)  children  participating.  On  August 
9th  there  was  a  Summer  Carnival  held  with  a  number  of 
field  games  played.  Prizes  were  awarded.  Refreshments 
were  sold,  and  many  activities  were  enjoyed  by  all. 

A  girls  softball  team  was  organized  and  coached  by 
the  playground  leader.  This  team  played  area  towns 
throughout  the  summer. 

Approximately  30  children  participated  in  the 
playground  activities  on  fair  days  with  about  15  on 
warmer  days  when  the  heat  sent  them  to  the  pool.  All 
toll,  approximately  150  different  children  participated 
in  the  playground  activities  throughout  the  summer.  As 
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the  summer  progressed,  more  enthusiasm  was  shown 
towards  the  special  events  and  the  regular  activities.  The 
playground  area  was  a  place  that  those  who  came  and 
used  it  regularly  grew  to  respect  and  help  maintain  as  a 
place  of  their  own.  They  helped  by  painting  the  fence, 
and  the  flagpole,  they  planted  flowers,  picked  up  litter 
and  general  cleanup. 

The  end  of  the  season  was  celebrated  with  a  cookout 
at  Coombs'.  The  end  of  all  playground  activities  was 
marked  by  a  bonfire  and  dance.  These  were  held  on  the 
24th  of  August.  The  bonfire  was  open  to  everyone,  and 
about  seventy-five  people  were  present,  toasting 
marshmellows.  At  eight  o'clock  a  dance  for  the  12-18 
year  olds  was  held  on  the  basketball  court  at  Gundalow 
Park,  that  lasted  until  eleven.  Both  events  were  very 
successful. 

The  results  of  the  entire  area  were  tremendously 
favorable;  definitely  a  program  that  should  be  exploited 
in  the  future. 

The  swimming  pool  was  operated  seven  days  a  week, 
from  12:00  noon  until  8:00  p.m.  Two  life  guards  were 
on  duty  at  all  times.  The  pool  was  a  drawing  card  for 
Gundalow  Park  as  all  pools  are  and  was  a  great  success 
throughout  the  summer.  The  average  attendance  was 
between  thirty-five  and  sixty  people,  depending  on  the 
weather.  The  pool  was  open  for  an  eight  week  period.  It 
was  closed  for  three  days  due  to  malicious  damage  on 
the  pool.  On  the  whole,  the  pool  was  operated 
successfully  due  in  par  to  the  excellent  supervision, 
with  the  pool  director  teaching  swimming  classes  and 
Junior  Life  Saving.  Many  thanks  to  Mr.  Robert  Roche, 
pool  director  for  1973  for  a  job  well  done. 
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The  Recreation  Commission  would  like  to  make  it 
clear  that  the  playground  and  pool  are  not 
self-supporting,  nor  can  they  be.  From  this  experience 
and  the  fact  that  the  town  could  not  find  a  buyer  for 
the  property  that  was  advertised  this  fall,  we  the 
Commission  would  like  to  go  on  record  as  not  being  in 
favor  of  the  purchase  of  Camp  Gundalow  for  the  asking 
price  of  $100,000.00.  We  do  not  feel  that  the  town  is 
financially  situated  to  purchase  and  operate  this 
recreational  site  at  the  present  time.

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GREENLAND  CENTRAL  SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

The  single  basic  need  that  people  have  is  the 
requirement  for  an  identity:  the  belief  that  we  are 
someone  in  distinction  to  others,  and  that  the  someone 
is  important  and  worthwhile.  For  most  children  only 
two  places  exist  where  they  can  gain  a  successful 
identity:  the  home  and  the  school. 

Education,  which  stresses  responsibility  and 
involvement,  should  be  a  part  of  every  school  program. 
If  it  is  not,  many  children  will  not  gain  successful 
identities.  In  learning  to  think  and  to  solve  problems, 
essential  to  attaining  a  feeling  of  self -worth,  a  child  must 
gain  enough  self-confidence  to  learn  to  give  and  receive 
love. 

The  program  this  year  at  Greenland  Central  School  is 
one  of  involvement  and  responsibility.  For  the  students 
it  is  through  the  Greenland  Student  Cooperative 
Association,  intramurals,  and  the  classroom. 

The  Cooperative  Association,  Grades  5-8,  is 
comprised  of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  committee  chairman,  class  representatives, 
and  approximately  170  students.  There  are  eight 
committees,  each  of  which  has  written  their  own 
objectives  under  the  sponsorship  of  faculty  members. 
They  are:  patrols,  cafeteria,  office  and  supply,  buildings 
and  grounds,  library,  audio-visual,  physical  education, 
and  health  and  safety. 

The  Association  has  sold  two  hundred  and  thirty-two 
sweatshirts  with  a  profit  of  $200.  Trash  cans  outside  of 
the   school   have   been   painted,   the  cafeteria  neatly 
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decorated,  safety  triangles  for  bicycles  sold,  bicycle  and 
car  safety  classes  held,  school  grounds  picked  up  daily, 
orientation  for  new  students,  audio-visual  equipment 
cleaned  and  distributed,  safety  patrols  aiding  in  school 
safety,  and  bathrooms  painted  by  the  students  to  name 
several  of  the  activities  of  the  Association. 

An  intramural  program  in  basketball  was  started  in 
November  with  grades  5-8  participating.  Approximately 
ninety  boys  and  seventy  girls  are  involved  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Breault  and  Mr.  Burnham.  The 
program  will  be  expanded  to  floor  hockey  and  softball 
this  spring.  Mr.  Parker  is  the  sponsor  of  a  weekly 
bowling  trip  in  which  50-65  students  are  transported  to 
Bowl-A-Rama  by  teachers  and  parents  for  a  fun 
afternoon  and  exercise. 

Each  class  is  learning  parliamentary  procedure 
through  class  meetings  and  activities  within  the 
classroom.  The  end  result  is  to  involve  each  and  every 
student  in  the  process  of  education  through  the 
democratic  process. 

Teachers  and  parents  have  become  involved  through 
more  open  avenues  of  communications;  namely, 
parent-teacher  conferences.  During  the  week  of 
November  5,  there  were  one  hundred  and  eighteen 
parent-teacher  conferences  scheduled  alone.  Both 
teachers  and  parents  are  encouraged  to  discuss  students 
so  that  each  child  will  reach  his  full  potential. 

The  school  has  been  available  evenings  for 
community  activities.  The  school  is  an  important  part  of 
the  community,  and  the  aim  is  to  make  it  one  of  the 
local  centers.  Organizations  such  as  the  Grange, 
Highlanders,   and   School  Board  use  the  school  on  a 
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regular  basis.  The  cub  scouts  and  boy  scouts,  along  with 
Greenland  High  School  students,  use  the  basketball 
facility  several  times  a  month.  Out-of-town  groups  have 
used  the  school  on  an  availability  basis.  Organizations 
are  welcome  to  hold  their  meetings  at  the  school. 

Involvement  this  year  has  been  demonstrated  by  all 
the  school  staff.  Mr.  Telles,  custodian,  has  made  the 
school  a  much  cleaner  and  pleasanter  place  to  learn  and 
is  always  ready  to  help  teachers  and  students.  Mrs. 
Telles  and  her  staff  work  very  hard  in  the  preparation  of 
the  school  lunch.  Mrs.  Pinsonneault,  secretary,  aides  in 
the  communication  throughout  the  school  and  between 
the  school  and  community. 

Programs  in  the  school  are  changing  as  the  world 
changes.  More  intensive  studies  of  all  areas  of  the 
curriculum  are  planned.  One  of  the  advantages  of  the 
energy  crisis  is  the  additional  time  available  for 
in-service  education  for  the  school  staff. 

The  Greenland  Central  School  staff  thanks  all  those 
who  have  supported  our  various  aide  programs  this  year, 
and  we  ask  for  your  continued  support  in  the  year  to 
come.  Our  aim  and  yours  is  to  educate  all  students  and 
provide  them  with  every  success  possible.

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GREENLAND  CENTRAL  SCHOOL 
REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

This  is  my  seventh  annual  report  to  the  Greenland 
School  District  addressed  to  School  Health  Services. 

This  is  a  year  of  economy  —  saving  of  time,  energy, 
paper,  printing  space  and  needless  words.  Much  of  what 
I  might  be  inspired  to  review  in  this  report  has  appeared 
in  previous  accounts  of  the  functions  of  our  School 
Health  Services,  and,  for  this  reason  also,  I  shall  attempt 
to  step  out  of  role  and  hold  to  brevity. 

This  is  a  crisis  year.  What  are  our  priorities?  Is  it 
ACCEPTANCE  OF  or  BRINGING  ABOUT  CHANGES 
IN  poor  nutrition,  dental  decay,  lack  of  exercise,  bad 
posture,  ad  lib  TV  viewing  and  late  bedtime  hours, 
ignored  bicycle  safety,  lack  of  knowledge  of  one's  self 
and  the  importance  of  total  fitness,  and  other  less  than 
acceptable  health  factors  still  existant  among  children  in 
our  communities? 

Through  education  only  can  we  expect  returns  from 
our  efforts  to  generate  school  and  community  interest 
in  and  understanding  of  sound  practices  in  physical 
fitness  and  safety.  From  year  to  year  procedures  that  no 
longer  seem  effective  are  eliminated  and  new  programs 
that  look  promising  are  adopted. 

This  year  we  have  organized  the  Greenland  School 
Health  Council,  presently  consisting  of  several  students 
between  grades  5  &  8  who  have  shown  special  interest  in 
the  school  health  programs.  These  students  have  been 
active  in  presenting  material  on  baby-sitting  (perhaps 
the  least  paid  and  most  responsible  of  all  jobs),  bicycle 
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safety,  smoking  and  other  items  in  the  realm  of  health 
and  safety.  New  themes  adopted  this  year  are  "Sensible 
Eating"  and  "Treat  Yourself  to  Exercise,"  from  which 
have  sprung  the  Mini- Watchers'  &  Joggers'  Clubs.  While 
these  are  purely  voluntary  activities,  they  have  attracted 
surprising  participation  by  Greenland  School  students 
(and  some  of  the  staff).  Opportunity  for  parent 
involvement  is  offered  by  monthly  evening  meetings  and 
discussion  groups.  We  promise  you  some  interesting 
speakers  in  the  hope  that  through  this  media  parents 
may  become  more  aware  of  what  we  are  trying  to  do 
and  of  the  great  need  for  parent  support  within  the 
home. 

Second  to  none  on  our  list  of  priorities  is  our  intent 
to  bring  to  all  students  opportunity  to  enjoy  a  high  level 
r>f  physical  and  emotional  fitness  in  life  by  presenting 
factual  information  and  preparing  them  for  mature 
decision -making  in  its  use. 

This  report  would  be  less  than  complete  without 
mention  of  the  contribution  of  time  and  energies  of 
many  interested  and  very  competent  helpers.  One  of  the 
chief  highlights  of  this  year  is  a  new  Bauch  &  Lomb 
vision  screening  instrument  for  which  we  are  most 
grateful  to  the  Portsmouth  Lions  Club,  the  Greenland 
Teachers'  Association,  the  Greenland  Student 
Corporation  and  an  anonymous  donor. 

I  am  personally  appreciative  of  the  open  lines  of 
communication  existing  within  our  own  school  and 
related  departments  throughout  the  Union.  This  is  a 
major  factor  in  the  successful  operation  of  any  school 
health  service. 
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Now  approaching  my  last  possible  inch  to  spare  in  the 
name  of  brevity,  thank  you,  members  of  the  Greenland 
School  Board,  Mr.  Cusick,  Mr.  Hamilton,  Mr.  Rowe,  the 
Greenland  Staff  and  our  very  special  volunteers  for  all 
you  have  given.
